To eliminate the crowded condition 
jor tbe voting precincts in tbe city, 
additional precinct* will be eatab- 
llshed. Tbe dividing and rearranging 
or the preclncta 1* being done by Will 
Farley, of the Republican party, and 
Police Judge D. A. Cross, of the Dem- 
ocraUc party, representing the board 
o felectlon commissioners. The for- 
mal report will be presented in coun- 
ty court next Monday, but practically 
all of the changes have been arranged 
The precincts are being added becauae 
wo me of the precinct* have such 
heavy registrations that the election 
officers have to spend hour* in the 
tedious work of counting the vote* 
and It delays the voter*. 

The four new precinct* will be 
made from Butler's. Klrkpatrlck's 
Savage's and Uallanaa's. while th* 
boundaries of other precincts will be 
*h tried by the commissioners. Gall- 
man a la the largest precinct In tbe 
city and baa a registration ot over 
601) votera. The precinct ha* em- 
braced all the territory north of Clay 
street rrom the river to the city limits 
bat under the revision Trimble street 
will be tbe dividing line. From 
EXgbth atreet to the river probably 
will be shifted to Berry's and then 
tbe precinct will be divided by a line 
running up Seventeenth street. By 
the change Berry, Henneberger and 
the Plow factory precincts will em- 
brace part or tbe territory of the Gall- 
man precinct. 

In Mechanlcsburg, Butler's pre- 
cinct has embraced all tbe voters re- 
siding south of Island creek. Tha 
precinct will be divided by a line run- 
ning north and south up Powell street 
from Island creek to the city limit*. 

Klrkpatrlck's precinct will be re- 
lieved of the congestion by a division 
of the voters. At present the north 
and south boundaries are Kentucky 
avenue and Tennessee atreet. Adams 
ttreet will be made the dividing line 
and the precinct split into two voting 
places. The precinct has a registra- 
tion of about 600: 

Fountain avenue will be the divid- 
ing line for Savage's precinct and 
without gay other change* or boun- 
dary the congestion can be relieved. 
More voters will be Included In 
Dlegel'* precinct by extending the 
west boundary to Sixth ttreet instead 
or Fifth street. 

Tbe additional four precincta will 
call for additional names. As usual 
tbe precincta will be named for some 
prominent permn or bntlnes* house 
in the precinct. la courts (he pre- 
cinct* are known by the numbera 
only. At present there are 18 voting 
precincts in the city, and with the 
Increase there will be 11. 

la the County. 
Not much trouble has been esperl- 
enced In the county, and the teports 
are In early usually. However, the 
member* of the election board expect 
to divide the precinct at Cecil, owing 
to the Increase In the registration. 
Thla will be taken up after the re- 
arrangement of the precinct* In tbe 
city has been completed.

PADUCAH 8 DRAINAGE PROIILEM 
It is a pleasure to observe the 
Interest both the city and county ad 
ministrations are taking In the sub- 
ject of drainage. Health, comfort 
and wealth are Involved in Padu 
can's problem, which 1. complicated 
by the fact that the level streets 
prevent surface drainage, and the 
ramifications of creeks and bayou, 
which fill with back water when the 
river ie high, break the city Into sec- 
tion, which Interfere with uniform 
development, and reader Impossible 
that compactness, which is always 
advantageous la a city. The drain- 
age of the northwest section into 
Perkin's creek Is an important step 
and we trust there will be a full at 
tendance of the committees at the 
conference at the ccunty Judge s 
office tonight. 

The elimination tf Bradshaw 
creek as a factor In civic life. Is not 
a single problem, but is related to 
the filling of all those hollows run- 
ning back from the confluence of 
Island creek and the Tennessee. It 
Is an engineering problem, requir 
tng deep study, mucn skill, and, per 
baps, considerable money. The 
opening of Fountain nwnue south to 
Outhrie svenue Wju'ald a section of 
the city too long neglected and will 
emphasize the necessity of redeem 
Ing hundreds of acres of valuable 
land almost in the heart of the city 
It looks easy to put a pipe under 
ground in the bed of Bradshaw creek 
and fill over It with dirt. But these 
creeks have an outlet and when the 
rivers fill and the current alarks, 
the water will back into the creeks 
and the pipes, if they are laid. The 
whole scheme of draining and filling 
the hollows probably will have to be 
considered as one.

In the Outlook this week Theo- 
dore Roosevelt writes an editorial, 
entitled the ' Thralldom of Names." 
on the misuse of the words "!ibert>" 
and "order" by those who would 
ty rannise over the people. He warn* 
trgaium the despotism of individual- 
ism, and the oligarchy of tile mob. 
He sate: 

It behooves our people never to fall 
tinder the thraldom of namer. and 
least of all to be misled by deigning 
•people who appeal to the reverence 
for or antipathy toward a given name 
1n order to achieve some alien pur- 
f*o»c. Of course such misuse of 
names U as old ar the history of what 
we understand when we apeak of 
civilised mankind. The rule of a mob 
may He every whit as tyrannical and 
oppressive as the rule of a single In- 
dividual, whether or not called a dic- 
tator; and the rule of an oligarchy, 
whether this oligarchy la a plutocra y 
of a bureaucracy, or any other small 
set of powerful men. may In its turn 
he Just as sordid and Just as blool- 
thlrsty as that of a mob. But the 
npolnglets for the mob or oligarchy 
or dictator. In Justifying the tyrannv. 
use different words. The mob leaders 
usually state that all that they are 
doing is necessary In order to ad- 
vance the cause of "liberty," while 
the dictator and the oligarchy are 
usually defended upon the ground 
that the course they follow la abso- 
lutely nccewsary so aa to secure 
"cidei." Mau; excellent pe< pie are 
taken In by the use o* word 
"iaUerly" at the one time, and the 
uw of the word "order" at the other, 
and igiioie the ilnsple fact that des- 
potism is despotism, tyrannv Ly rangy , 
oppression oppus.-lon, whether com- 
mitter! by one individual or by main 
Individuals, h, a state or by a prlvat< 
corporation. 

Moreover, ttranny exercised on be- 
half of one set of people Is very apt 
in the long rttn to damage cspecta 
the representatives of that very class 
by the violence of the reaction which 
It Invites. The course of the wcond 
republic In France waa anrh, with Its 
mobs, its bloody civil tumults.

Lt Is absolutely Indis- 
pensable to fester the spirit of Indl 
vidual Initiative, of self-reliance, of 
self-help; but this does not mean that 
we are to refuse to face farts and 
leeognlse that the growth of our com- 
plex clvlliaatlon necessitatea an in 
crease in the exercise of the functions 
of the slate It has been shown bey on 
iMiwer of refutation that unrestricted 
individualism, for instance, means the 
destruction of onr forests and our wa- 
ret supply. The dogma of "individ- 
ualism" cannot be i>erm!tted to Inter- 
fere with the duty of a great city 
to see that householders, small as well 
si big. live lu decent and healthy 
hiilldlngs. drink good water, and have 
the streets adequately lighted and 
kept clean. Individual Initiative, the 
reign of individualism, may ha 
crushed oui Just Ms effectively by thf 
unchecked growth of private monop- 
oly If the state does not Interfere 
at all, as It would be crushed out un- 
der communism, or as It would dlr 
appear, together with everything els« 
that makes life worth living. If we 
adopted the tenets of the extreme 
Socialists. 

Party of Ww.mtcnl. 
In ISM the party of discontent met 
with a smashing defeat for the very 
reason that, together with legltlmaf 
attacks on real abnaes. they combined 
wholly Illegitimate advocacy even ol 
the methods of dealing with these 
real abuses, and In addition stood foi 
abases of their own which. In far 
reaching damage, would have easl 
quite Into the shade the effects of tlx 
abuse* against which they warred. I> 
waa essential both to the material 
and moral progress of the country 
that these forces should be beaten, 
and beaten they were, overwhelming- 
ly. But the genuine ethical revolt 
against these forces was aided by « 
very ugly materlalslm, and this ma- 
• trlalUm at one time claimed the vic- 
tory as exclusively Its own, and ad 
\ it need It as a warrant and license 
for the refusal to Interfere with any 
misdeeds on the part of men ol 
wealth. What such an attitude meant 
was set forth as early as 1*96 by 
an English vialtor, the Journalist 
Steevens, a man of marked Insight 
Mr. Steevens did not see with entlt* 
r'earness of vision Into the complex 
American character: It would have 
been marvelous If a stranger of his 
slight experience here could so hav 
seen; but It would be difficult to put 
certain Important facts more clearly 
than he put them Immediately af- 
ter the election he wrote aa follows 
(I condense slightly):

We urge control and supervision by 
the nation as an antidote to the move 
ment for atate socialism. Those whe 
advocate total lack of regulation 
those who advocate lawlessness la tht 
baslness world themselves give th« 
strongest Impulse to what I believ* 
ould be the deadening movement 
towards state socialism 

There must be law to control th« 
big men and therefore especially th« 
big corporations In the Industrls 
world In the Interest of our Industrial 
democracy of today This law must 
be efficient and therefore It must be 
administered by executive officers 
and not by lawsuits In the courts II 
this Is not done, the agitation to la 
crease out of all measure the share of 
the government In this work will 
ceive an enormoua Impetus. The 
movement for government control of 
the grea' business corporations la no 
more a movement against liberty 
than a movement to put a stop lo 
violence Ik a movement against Mb 
erty. On the contrary. In each case 
alike It Is a movement for liberty 
In the one rase a movement on behalf 
of the hard-working man of smal 
means. Just aa la the other case It Is 
a movement on behalf of the gaps 
able rllisen who does not wish
